The idea of so many distinct parts in 
the composition causes it to look weosiialy long 
from the very first, so that many lukewarm per- 
sons, who might otherwise have listened and 
caught some flying edification, think of noth- 
ing but how--in what posture—by what every- 
day subject of reflection within themsclves 
they may most easily pase the time. Neither 
preacher nor writer should ever say that he has 
any thing to say at all: he should begin with the 
subject itself, and never stop till it is exhausted. 
Two hours of attention may thus be obtained 
from many, who, if informed at the begunmay 
that one was to be required for the purpose, 
would have refused to hsten for a minute. So 
thoroughly does this hold good, that we have 
found ourselves deterred from proceeding with 
a story, ona shift taking place in the person of 
the narrator, or a distinct paper or document 
being introduced. A reader, indeed, should 
never know but that the article he us reading 
may end on the next page: the author i never 
sure of Lun Ull after he has been imvewled half 
way on. 

The slow garrulity of old age, even to those 
who are most disposed to reverence gray hairs, 
is sometimes dreadful. Fora young and busy 
man of quick ideas to find hunself suddenly ar- 
rested by a venerable trend, who bas some tri 
fling but intricate piece of business to transact, 
or some document to read, or some long and 
personal story to tell, is one of the most striking 
distreases that can arise in the wide amphithea- 
tre of buman meery. The very unpacking of 
the spectacles is enough to make one sink and 
die. First, there os the important face, 
ing itseli for the developement cof some super 
fieval, but tout most mysterious and important 
circumstance. Then the hand is put into the 
pocket, and—not the spectacles, but the spee 
tacle-case, drawn forth. The clasp is dehbe- 
rately undone; the spectacles pulled out. You 
think the optical mostrument is to be unmedately 
puton. Notatall. itis lad downon the table, 
till the clasp is done again, and the case returned 











to the pocket. ‘Then the spectacles are taken 
up—then a handkerchief i taken out to wipe 
them—then the process of wiping i carefully 
and slowly voue through then the handkerchief 
is returned —and, finally —Ob protracted misery! 
—they are rawsed to the nose, where they are, 
verhaps, fully adjusted, about ten minutes after

fert, near the centre of a public square, which 14 
handsomely covered w ith blue- ass and planted 
with various ornamental trees.

The door opens into a Vestibule, twenty feet

POLITICS. 

It has been again objected to us that though profes. 
ging neutrality in party politica, we weekly show a de- 
cided bias. The question is a difficult one. In our 
progress we have tered it our duty to stand es 
faithful sentinele im behalf ot what we conceive to be 
the best interests of our coentry, the community, and 
the constitutional law. The station of « Journalist is 
one of responsibility when he chooses to pursue with 
steady independence the courec he deems just. The 
great question that gt present agitates the country, al- 
though it is baerd en political economy, has assumed 
the shape of party politica, because a portion of  par- 
ty choosing to foilow party leaders, and hold the par- 
wy together “ right or wrong,” have adopted the max- 
uns of those leaders although they ere diaictrically 
opposite to the great doctrinal points which drew the 
demoeratic party from the high federel measures of 
the elder Adams. The heads of a party have assum. 
ed not only more ewtecratic power than the federal 
eonstitution ever designed, and prosisaied the rights 
and power of congress, but even more than the kings 
of Fiance or England would dare to. 

We would most gladly abjure party politics and 
squabbles for power—bat it is hard to be silent when 
we conscientiously believe the rights and welfare of 
the community are sported with—when we feel the 
evils of a vitiaied and worthless currency im place of 
that wholesome standard that so recently extended 
from Maine to Louisiana, from Michigan to Florida. 
Three months ago, nearly all the notes uf hundreds 
of local banks could be suld here for 1,2 or 3 per et.— 
new, the discount on small notes of Ohio is 5 per cent. 
—Kentucky and Tennessce 10 per ct.—Virginia 3 to 5 
—Carolina 5—Georgia 8—Louisiana 10 and }2. 

Tn the course of an extensive circulation we receive 
a large proportion of notes of distant banka, and ere 
on that account perhaps more largely affected than 
most persons in the same amount. When postages 
and discounts on depreciated notes are abstracted 
from our receipts, we have but a bare moiety of what 
is justly due ve. Our labours entitle us to a revenue of 
some thousands a year, but the drawbacks attending 
are of such an amount, that the receipts barely meet 
current expenses, We presume this same stite of 
things is felt by all persons in business more or less ; 
although nene other suffer such heavy exactions on 
the same amount of busines« as the publisher of a lite- 
rary and nmuscellaneous paper, circulating through all 
parts of the union. We know that many merchants 
and traders of this city are now suffering from this 
state of affaira, and we know aleo that their sufferings 
will be far greeter in a month from this.

five to ten per cent. Will the merchant here pocket 
that enormous lom, er charge it to hiecustomer? 
must fall somewhere, but who is io bear it? Relief is 
needed promptly, and it is to convince the public of 
the neceasity of this, that we have laboured. Better 
peus have been exerted, and we lament to say, without 
accomplishing the object. For ourselves, we have 
done our duty in opposition to our interest ; and if 
those, to whom a wholesome currency is important, 
cannot ace the necessity of a change, we have only to 
wish that they may not perish in their ignorance. 

We may also add, while upon this subject, that in 
consequence of the scarcity of money, growing owt 
ol this derangement of the currency, hundreds of me- 
chanics and manufacturers thrown out of employ. 
ment, real estate has fallen twenty five per cent, pro- 
duce of all kinds has gone down, wheat, flour, and the 
other staples of the country, including cotton, rice, 
tobacco, &ec. In our next paper we may return tothe 
subject and adduce some facta, strong enoughto prove 
to the sceptical, that scarcity and difficulty really ext.
